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A  year  of  change 

The  1991-92  academic  year  has  been  a  year  of 
transition  for  Rockford  College.  The  college  re- 
covered from  a  serious  financial  crisis  only  to  find 
itself  facing  the  challenge  of  an  administrative 
crisis. 

On  January  30,  1992,  Dr.  Rew  A.  "Skip" 
Godow,  Jr.  was  relieved  of  his  duties  as  Vice- 
President  for  Academic  Affairs  and  Dean  of  the 
College.  President  Gretchen  Kreuter  said  the 
dismissal  of  Dr.  Godow  was  "in  the  best  interest 
of  the  institution."  Kreuter  and  other  college 
officials  refused  to  give  specific  reasons  for  the 
move.  Dr.  Kreuter  named  Dr.  Gerald  Caton, 
professor  of  mathematics,  as  Acting  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  Academic  Affairs. 

Dr.  Godow  joined  the  college  in  June  1990.  His 
dismissal  sparked  a  "student  protest,"  which  in- 
cluding posting  signs,  writing  petitions,  and  send- 
ing a  letter  of  protest  to  the  faculty.  The  first  of 
two  petitions  expressed  the  signatories  displeasure 
with  Godow's  dismissal.  The  letter  to  the  faculty, 
written  by  seniors  Jennifer  Larson,  James 
Sabathne  and  John  Quinn,  questioned  Kreuter's 
"ability  to  properly  govern  (the)  institution." 

Dr.  Kreuter,  14th  president  of  Rockford  Col- 
lege, announced  her  resignation,  effective  May  14, 
1992,  on  March  4,  1992.  During  her  five  year  term 
she  saved  the  college  from  a  11.2  million  dollar 
debt  and  improved  relations  with  alumni. 

Kreuter's  resignation  was  accepted  by  Law- 
rence Gloyd,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
with  regret.  Both  Gloyd  and  Kreuter  have  an 
optimistic  view  of  the  future  of  Rockford  College. 
Dr.  Norman  Fintel  was  named  as  interim  presi- 
dent.

One  of  the  major  players  in  the  financial  world  of  Wall  Street  is  Solomon  Brothers.  The  giant 
financial  institution  admitted  breaking  the  rules  for  bidding  U.S.  Treasury  securities  and 
further  admitted  that  company  officials  delayed  telling  authorities  about  it.  Financial  wizard 
Warren  Buffet,  above,  was  brought  in  to  rescue  the  firm  from  the  scandal. 
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To  replace  retiring  Justice 
Thurgood  Marshall,  Presi- 
dent Bush  nominated  con- 
servative Clarence  Thomas. 
As  the  full  Senate  was  about 
to  vote  on  Thomas,  Anita 
Hill,  a  law  professor  from 
the  University  of  Oklahoma, 
claimed  she  had  been  sexu- 
ally harassed  by  Thomas 
when  they  both  worked  to- 
gether 10  years  earlier  at  the 
E.E.O.C.  After  three  days  of 
debate,  the  Senate  confirmed 
Thomas  as  a  Supreme  Court 
justice.  At  43,  Thomas  be- 
came the  youngest  member 
of  the  Supreme  Court. 

These  hearings  not  only 
brought  question  to  Thomas 
and  Hill's  personalities  but 
also  to  the  whole  issue  of 
sexual  harassment.  While 
people  bitterly  argued  over 
who  told  the  truth,  the  defi- 
nition of  sexual  harassment 
was  being  taken  in  to  serious 
consideration  and  the 
E.E.O.C.  Guidelines  were 
being  memorized.

The  war  unraveled  this  nation  of  six  divergent  republics, 
two  of  which  —  Croatia  and  Slovenia  —  declared  independence  from  the  federation  in 
June,  1991.
